He  shall  not  cry,  nor  lift  up,  nor  cause  his  voice  to  be 
heard  in  the  street.  A  bruised  reed  will  he  not  break,  and  the  smoking 
flax  will  he  not  quench,  he  will  bring  forth  justice  in  truth.  He  will 
not  fail,  nor  be  discouraged  till  he  have  set  justice  in  the  earth,  and  the 
isles  shall  wait  for  his  law.

before  they  spring  forth  I  tell  you  of  them.  Sing  unto  the  Lord  a  new 
song,  and  his  praise  from  the  end  of  the  earth  ;  ye  that  go  down  to  the 
sea,  and  all  that  is  therein,  the  isles  and  the  inhabitants  thereof.  Let  the 
wilderness  and  the  cities  thereof  lift  up  their  voice,  the  villages  that  Kedar 
doth  inhabit ;  let  the  inhabitants  of  Sela  sing,  let  them  shout  from  the  top 
of  the  mountains.  Let  them  give  glory  unto  the  Lord,  and  declare  his 
praise  in  the  lands.
